e Most Fruitful Source of Diph'he- 
ia— Opinion of the President of the 
Ktw York Board of Health. 


Brooklyn Argnt. 


"The origin of diptheria," said Pres- 


ident Chandler, of the 
Board of 


Health, :"is a mystery. Most New 
York physicians, I believe, think that 
sewer gases started it. It is a germ 
disease, like small-pox, sad is comma- 
cable. It often seizes robust children 
who. at the funerals of playmates, or 
in school or church, are exposed to its 
direct influence. 


"The diphtheritic poison, impregna- 


ting the air-passages of the patient, 
affect the entire system. The air-pas- 
sage impregnation 
speedily changes 


iato inflammation, accompanied by the 
formation of membrane. 
Fefer neit 


follows. 
Tiie poison begins to work as 


soon as it falls upon the tissues or air- 
passages, but doesn't sensibly affect tbe 
patient till two or five days later. Then 
he feels great prostration, his throat is 
dry, and he has pricking pains in swaK 
lowing. The throat reddens, white 
membrane appears in patches and the 
gland* swell. 
ID fatal cases the fever 


increases, the 
throat 
inflammation 


spreads and genera! exhaustion follows. 


"The diphtheritic poison clings long 


to rooms, and may occasion death 
months afterward. Diphtheria, pre- 
ers, seemingly, children between one 
and ten ; the average of its victims 
aow is about two years. Neither heat 
nor ccld, rain nor drouth, affect it. 
Cleanliness and pure air everywhere 
eml to avert and mitigate it. 


"Where it exists no ohild should be 


>ermitted to kiss atrange children, 
>articu!arly 
when 
they have sore 


hroats, or even to play with their 
iOys. 
When any child in a family has 


a sore throat, tbe other children ahoiild 
IB kept rigidly apart, in dry, .well-Teni 
ilated rooms. Every throat affection 
ihould be promptly treated. The sick 
child should be watchfully nursed in a 
well-ventilatad, sunlit room. Men .who 
ive on Fifth Avenue are astonished 
.hat their children die. It is not at 
ill marvelous ; half of the houses there 
are not fit to lire in. One-half of 
heir owners, I am confident, have 
never been in their own cellars. They 
ill their drawing-rooms with satins and 
Ridings, but give no heed to the drain 
>ipea. 
Often five dollars would have 


laved a loved child's life, if seasonably 
ipent in repairing a defective drain- 
>ipe. 


'A few days ago I went into the 


cellar of a great brownvstone house. 
Che current of tewer-gas, rushing di- 
rectly up to the bed-rooms, put out my 
candle and left me to grope my way 
out in darkness. 


''We have only one expert ia plumb- 


ers' work, and as the examination of a 
lingle house takes an hour or two, he 
eannot accomplish much. Men should 
'cot te their plumbing for themselves. 


"If the Board of Health had a hos- 


pital in which children suffering from 
liphtheria could be isolated it would 
te the saving of many lives." 


THE three men who have given this
